SPEAK SEBASTIAN NO SOAPBOX

Increasing group cohesion is the goal of 
CJSW's new gay and lesbian radio program 
Speak Sebastian, producer Niall O'Rourke 
says. 

"We see the gay and lesbian communities 
as being somewhat distant," O'Rourke says. 
"The two groups should be working together - 
- that's why we're presenting both gay and 
lesbian issues on the same program. 

"Both men's and women's issues are 
intermingled." 


Associate producers Michele Sharp and 
Lee Fuge coordinate Speak Sebastian's 
women's issues. 

Speak Sebastian premiered Sept. 5, 
featuring an interview with Quentin Crisp, 
author of The Naked Civil Servant. 


The program has already attracted a lot of 
attention, O'Rourke says. "Response to the 
show was incredible - we had calls all day 
long at the station." 

O'Rourke says fund-raising will be needed 
to enable Speak Sebastian -- a non-profit 
venture -- to provide segments like the Crisp 
interview. "We made an arrangement with 
Crisp's publisher, who paid for it," he says. "It 
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was an exception -- Crisp was promoting a 
new book." 

O'Rourke is one of ten people directly 
involved with producing the weekly one-hour 
program -- all of whom are volunteers. "We 
are hoping other volunteers will come 
forward," he says. "For example, if we want to 
do a story on the Stonewall Riots, we'll need 
people to do research and writing." 

Speak Sebastian - airing Wednesdays at 9 
p.m. - will feature male and female panels, 
reports on current events (the show broadcast 
an audio clip of the recent gay-police 
incidents in Montreal), and documentary 
reports on historical figures and events. 

AIDS Calgary is producing a monthly 
segment for the program, providing AIDS 
information and updates. 

The quality of the show is a major concern 
for O'Rourke. "We need a_ journalistic 
reputation," he says. "Speak Sebastian is no 
soapbox."

The organization set up the event -- with the theme 
‘Outliving, Outloving, Outlasting AIDS' -- for people "to 
publically grieve and remember their loved ones and to dispel the 
atmosphere of isolation and complacency surrounding the 
disease." 

A group of panelists from the 6th International Conference 
on AIDS will be at the Foothills Hospital's clinical lecture theatre 
Oct. 18 at 7 p.m. to talk about new advances in medical 
treatments and social implications. 

AIDS Calgary says the purpose of the week-long event is "to 
increase pubdlic understanding and knowledge of AIDS, to 
prevent the spread of HIV, and to encourage a lifestyle free of the 
risk of HIV infection." 

CJSW's Speak Sebastian will present an hour-long special 
radio program Oct. 17 entitled "Living with AIDS".

Once upon a time -- and not too long ago either -- 
every gay person in the world finally got sick and tired of 
being pushed around by the straight majority. 

Fags and dykes in every country formed national 
committees to elect delegates for an international 
association, whose mandate was to create a sovereign, 
gay-oriented country. 

Once formed, the Committee for the Organization of 
a New, Democratic, Open and Meaningful State -- 
CONDOMS for short -- began to lobby the United 
Nations to support their mandate. The UN was taken 
quite by surprise; it wasn't accustomed to function as a 
real estate agent. CONDOMS was politely requested by 
the Secretary-General to buy some land on the open 
market. 

CONDOMS told its disappointed delegates to return 
to their respective national committees and ask every 
gay person to chip in a buck towards the purchase. 

A year later, the money had been collected. A 
delegate from CONDOMS was then authorized to go out 
on the international real estate market and see what was 
currently available for about half a billion dollars. 

There were, of course, stipulations. 

Not only did the land have to be in a fairly warm 
climate, but the owning government must agree to cede 
it to CONDOMS in perpetuity. If an island were to be 
purchased, there had to be room enough for everyone. 

It would also have to have great beaches. 

Six months later, the delegate reported back to 
announce something suitable had been found. The 
Republic of Micronesia owned a Pacific island it was 
willing to part with for the reasonable sum of $100 
million. 

The delegate swore it was a steal. 

A certified cheque was immediately issued to 
Micronesia's UN ambassador, and in return, His 
Excellency signed over the deed to Monita Island -- a 
middle sized chunk of land inhabited by pelicans and 
turtles -- and formally renounced any future claims on 
the island. 

The sovereign nation of 'Stonewall' was born. 

With the remaining money, CONDOMS sent out 
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architects, civil engineers, urban planners, and 
construction crews to build the country's infrastructure. 

A year later, CONDOMS received word Stonewall 
was about as ready as it was ever going to get -- at least 
for $400 million. The Oscar Wilde International Airport 
was complete, the Harvey Milk Expressway was finished, 
and the E. M. Forster Convention Centre was nearing 
completion. CONDOMS was advised to _ begin 
immigration forthwith. 

The committee soon realized the immigration flow 
would have to be controlled, otherwise the fledgling 
nation's essential services -- the nightclubs, the 
restaurants, the gyms, and the art galleries -- would be 
overwhelmed. Therefore, CONDOMS told each national 
committee to allow only 500 would-be Stonewallians to 
depart each week. 

At the end of two years, every fag and dyke who 
wanted to leave the straight world behind had settled in 
Stonewall. 

Despite sneering editorials in the New Right press 
predicting failure, Stonewall soon became self-sufficient. 
The drag queens rapidly organized a_ thriving 
entertainment industry, the Metropolitan Community 
Church established a religious community, CONDOMS 
was transformed into the national government, and the 
leather boys set up and trained the Armed Forces. 

The flag, of course, was pink. 

The first Prime Minister of Stonewall was an ex-porn 
star from Los Angeles -- a radical don't-take-no-for- 
an-answer activist named Rex Troy. The only thing 
bigger than Troy's mouth was his...well, you can guess. 

Once the country was on its feet, Troy sent 
Stonewall's UN ambassador to New York to request a 
seat in the General Assembly. 

The Secretary-General thought the whole episode 
was a joke in extremely poor taste, but reluctantly 
consented after a number of Third World countries -- 
promised foreign aid from Stonewall -- threw their 
support behind the proposal. Stonewall's ambassador 
was squeezed in beside the Islamic Republic of Iran, 
which led to many heated discussions about religious 
tolerance. 

Back in Stonewall, a few social problems were

developing -- the most serious being the nations 
Negative Population Growth. In the initial euphoria of 
independence, no-one had stopped to consider that a 
nation of fags and dykes doesn't produce babies. In 
addition, the expected ten per cent immigration had 
failed to materialize -- it appeared not every gay person 
wanted to live in paradise. How was the country to 
survive? 

Prime Minister Troy was in his favorite leather club 
one Saturday night when he had a flash of inspiration. 
He recalled China's efforts to curb its runaway 
population growth; the government had slapped severe 
economic sanctions on couples having more than one 
child. Why not implement the reverse? 

Monday morning, Troy submitted legislation to 
Parliament proposing a hefty monthly allowance to the 
parent(s) of every newborn Stonewallian. 

Everyone congratulated each other on this brilliant 
solution, and in no time babies were being conceived -- 
by artificial insemination, of course. In a _ year, 
Stonewall's NPG was a thing of the past. 

But yet another problem arose: statistically, it 
should be expected about 90 per cent of the children 


would eventually grow up to be heterosexual. This would 
inevitably lead to a shift in the sexual orientation of the 
nation. But the citizens of Stonewall refused to 
indoctrinate their children -- wasn't the very country 
founded upon freedom from sexual tyranny? Troy went 
on nation-wide TV and told everyone to stand firm on 
their moral principles and hope things would turn out 
favorably. 

They didn't. 

As expected, over the next twenty years, the ratio of 
homosexual versus heterosexual Stonewallians 
decreased, until gays were again in the minority. The 
social fabric of the nation had been altered, and by the 
year 2020, Stonewall was sexually indistinguishable 
from any other country. 

In the aftermath of the first general election in which 
a straight prime minister was elected, some citizens 
became disillusioned. 

One young man went so far as to say it was about 
time us fags and dykes had our own country.

'Family of Ex-lovers' 
Limits Expression

One of the nicest things about our 
community evolves from living in a 
heterosexist society, which challenges us to 
create what has been coined a ‘family of 
friends’. In order to withstand external 
prejudice, we form strong tes with our 


community and brothers and sisters. 

The thing that can be most upsetting for 
many of us is sometimes the ‘family of friends' 
becomes more like a ‘family of ex-lovers', 
resulting in some interesting - but not 
necessarily healthy - dynamics.

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We remember clearly believing it was expected one maintains 
relationships with ex-lovers at all costs. This belief often resulted 
in living arangements where we were surrounded by ex-lovers, 
or participating socially with ex-lovers and walking into a room 
at a social gathering faced with people we knew every intimate 
detail about - and vice-versa. 

There is indeed a price to pay for this 'pseudo-security' - the 
highest being surrounded by people who have a vested interest 
in maintaining you at exactly the same point you are in their 
memory. We have both spent evenings listening to our lives 
being discussed in every detail with regards to our character, 
personal hygiene and dress habits (not to mention other less- 
mentionable things). While there is a certain comfort in having 
people know you, limits are needed as to how much they know 
and how that information will be used. 

In our practice, we often see individuals who feel obligated to 
maintain a relationship with an ex-lover quickly after the break- 
up. We have heard people express the community has an 
expectation this will happen. In reality, it is not easy to put aside 
the pain, hurt, and grief which accompanies all break-ups, and 
then go out to dinner with your ex-lover and his or her new one. 
We would also add, in our opinion, it is extremely unhealthy. 

All of us need time to heal, and part of that process is being 
able to vent our feelings. If it is true that friendship is based on 
trust, how can we trust someone who has hurt us deeply? The 
healing process can take quite a long time. It is healthy and 
normal to have mixed feelings about an ex-lover and it is 
necessary to be able to express them. 

The ‘family of ex-lovers' dynamic limits an individual's 
ability to do this, and often results in a situation where 
boundaries become blurred, expectations become unrealistic, 
and emotional abuse can occur (much like in any dysfunctional 
family). It would be extremely difficult to form any meaningful 
relationships on a long-term basis in this kind of environment. 

All self-help literature promotes the idea a strong and 
emotionally—healthy individual will make the best choices and 
decisions. Strive to become this, and indeed you will create a 
‘family of friends' who are there to encourage and support you in 
all your endeavors. 

While it is possible to be friends with ex-lovers after the 
healing process, it is not necessary.

BITCHINESS A GAY TRADEMARK 


They lied to me in_ kindergarten. 
Somewhere in between Eensy-Weensy Spider 
and Where is Thumbkin I was told sticks and 
stones would break my bones, but names 
would never hurt me. They were wrong. 
Despite numerous varied experiences with 
both sticks and stones, I have yet to 
experience a bone-busting condition of any 
sort. But where they really snafued in this 
rudimentary piece of education was with the 
names part. Names can hurt you. They were 
able to hurt me as a child, and every now and 
then I discover they can still hurt me as an 
adult.

When I was young, I lived pretty much in 
a world of my own, often oblivious to a 
substantial portion of that which was going on 
around me, and as a result I had a rather good 
childhood, thank you very much. But every 
now and then, another kid -- more often that 
not one of the popular kids that no one really 
liked, but they hung around with him anyways 
because he was, after all, popular -- would 
say something to me which would violently 
wrench me out of my fantasy world into the 
harsh blue funk of REAL LIFE. And all it took 
was a few words, calling me things that I really 
wasn't, names calculated to hurt. Which they 
did. 


Fast forward to Grade 9. It's shortly after 
my fourteenth birthday, and I'm hidden in a 
secluded corner of the school library sketching 
from my mind a naked man in an 
unabashedly sexual pose. I only become aware 
of the older kid standing behind me looking 
over my shoulder when he sneers the word 
"faggot", clutches his books tightly, and walks 
away. I had never been called a "faggot" before, 
except in the context of smaller kids calling 
each other "faggots" because, although they 
are still a bit vague as to what it actually 
implies, they know it's something that they 
shouldn't be. 

I approach a state of panic. Had anybody 
heard him? Was he going to tell somebody 
what he saw? Most of all, how the hell could I 
have been so incredibly stupid to have let 
somebody see me acting out my fantasies in 
the only way I knew how?!? 

I lived in utter terror over the next few 
days, but (surprise, surprise!) the world did 
not end, I was not ostracized (any more than 
usual), and life kept on just the same as it had 
before. Except that older kid didn't even come 
close to me for the rest of the school year. No 
big loss. 

I have been called a "faggot" since then by 
those who know that I'm gay, and most often I 
take it as an apt description of my sexual 
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orientation; sometimes I even take it as a 
compliment. 

But never since has a name hurt me as 
much as that particular one which was 
uttered by that boy in Grade 9. Never since 
have I felt so much contempt condensed into a 
single word. 

Last week: a friend informed me that a girl 
we both knew referred to me as, and I quote, a 
"flaming homo." Now, this would not have 
phased me a bit had it come from most people 
I know. But... 

The girl had no reason to know that I'm 
gay -- not because I've ever hidden the fact, 
but rather because the subject has never come 
up in the few times that I've had the chance to 
talk to her. And why a "flaming" homo? Cripes, 
it's all I can do at times to work myself up toa 
lukewarm sizzle. 

And if she knew -- and I guess that 
there's really no reason she shouldn't have 
known; after all, about ninety per cent of the 
people who know me know this about me -- 
why would she choose this as the single 
identifying factor about me? Why not refer to 
me as a writer, or as an artist, or as a 
librarian, or as a theatergoer, or even as a 
plain, old, ordinary, nice guy, all aspects of my 
personality which I place in importance far 
ahead of my sexual orientation. 

Why call me a "flaming homo?" Is my 
being gay so obviously a part of me that this is 
what comes to mind first when my name is 
mentioned? I never would have thought this, 
but nonetheless, this was enough to bring on 
one of my semi-regular crises of faith and to 
keep me up half the night worrying about it. 

What also bothered me was that the girl 
who said this I had always held in fairly high 
respect. I felt betrayed. 
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The morning after that restless crisis-of- 
faith-night, I stopped worrying about the 
whole thing, chocking it up to a case of "I 
know who and what I am, and those who are 
truly close to me know pretty well who and 
what I am, so who the hell cares what she 
thinks?" 

But the episode served to remind me that 
even today, as an adult, names can still hurt, 
regardless of what they told me in 
kindergarten. 

One sad aspect of the gay community is 
its inherent bitchiness. Granted, bitchiness is 
not unique to our community, neither is it an 
unconditional trait of homosexuality; there are 
more gays less-inclined towards bitchiness 
that there are those who indulge regularly. 
Nonetheless it is prominent enough a trait to 
become a distinguishing feature of the gay 
community, particularly of the regulars at the 
clubs and bars. 


Why? 
Bitchiness has been a trademark of gays 
for as long as there have been "gay 


communities" (a term with which I also have 
certain problems, but this is a topic best left 
for a future column). It is part and parcel of 
the campiness and much of the superficiality 
of the community, and tends to concentrate, it 
seems, amongst the drag queens and their 
enthusiasts, although by no-~ means 
exclusively. 

We've all felt this sharp sting of bitchiness, 
and have more often that not laughed our 
ways through it. After all, it's all just in good 
fun, isn't it? When for instance, one is referred 
to as "needle-dick, the bug-f---er" it isn't 
intended to belittle. 

Well, news bulletin, folks. I've seen people 
hurt by these sorts of comments, and many 
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others. Not noticeably, of course, they don't want to 
appear at all bothered -- that would mean they had let 
themselves be defeated. So they sit there and quietly 
take this verbal abuse, more often than not with this 
unmistakeable half-smile on their face. But they brood 
upon what has been said, and will continue to brood 
afterwards. 

It's no wonder that gays and lesbians often have 
such comparatively low self-esteems. 

Now, in all fairness, it is true that bitchiness is 
usually not intended maliciously; that it is a habit that is 
all too easily picked up; and that it often comes forth 
unbidden and even unnoticed by the bitcher. I know, 
because I've fallen into this trap before, and I'd venture 
to say that most of us have. None of us is innocent in 
this matter. And I'd also venture to say that we've all 
been bothered to some extent by this bitchiness. 

Hurtful words. People bitching being bugged by 
being bitched at. Smacks not so much of irony as it does 
of hypocracy. 

No sticks and stones here; we'll leave those to the 
gay-bashers. But why is it that, of our own accord, 
names are still hurting us?

PAUL LEKAKIS — TATTOO IT 


Once upon a time, there was this hot- 
looking fellow named Paul, who brought us 
the dance singie "Boom Boom Boom (let's go 
back to my room)", and filled all the little 
dance floors across the land. Three years after 
that, he came out with another single "You 
Blow Me Away," a dreamy dance song that 
also made it to the dance floors, but was 
pulled about a week later for it's inability to 
excite anyone. And now? 

Now we have Paul Lekakis' long-awaited, 
long-sought, debut album "Tatoo It." 

If sordid tales of filthy sleaze in dark alleys 
are what you were expecting in the album of 
this handsome young man, you will not be 
disappointed. 

With such dance-driven tunes like "My 
House" (compliments of Jody Wately), Tatoo It 
(sleaze), and my personal favorite "You Know 
You Want It," Paul delivers all the sleaze one 
could ask from 43 minutes of music. 

To further define the word 'sleaze', we will 
now dissect the cheerful ditty, "You Know You 
Want It." A good, high-energy beat mixed with 
a powerful chorus (the song title). Paul delivers 
his disco motto with great vocal control and 
heartfelt lyrics like "I see something |

like...sure like to give it a try, you and me 
going at it eye to eye." Subtle, but good. 

Along with a number of great dance tunes 
("Lips", "So I Heard", "One Step Closer", and 
the above-mentioned), Paul also presents us 
with the little ballad "I Will Be There" (the only 
song he personally contributed to writing), but 
fails to deliver either compassion or intensity, 
leaving the song sitting on the album like an 
ugly blemish. 

Paul's next amazing feat can be found on 
the politically-inclined jingle, "Are You Man 
Enough?" (duet with Lisa Bellamy), where 
Paul is pushing the old concepts of 
brotherhood and people helping each other 
(yuk). "When the evil flies, and your brother 
cries, are you going to be around?" Spare me 
the lesson in morality Mr. Boom Boom. 

Aside from these two age spots, the album 
is fast-moving, and successfully combines 
Paul's sexy voice and uplifting choruses. You 
are also treated to Paul's two earlier attempts, 
"You Blow Me Away," and "Boom Boom Boom" 
at the end of the album, which makes this one 
even more tempting.

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DEE-LITE - WORLD CLIQUE 


The ‘90's version of the B-52's have 
arrived, but I don't see any balloons dropping. 
Dee-Lite consists of two DJ 'scratchers', one 
Chinese and the other Russian (DJ Dmitry, 
and Jungle DJ Towa Towa - I'm sure you can 
guess which one's the Russian), and a B-52's 
clone who not only dresses as gaudy as her 
predecessors, but also has as many varicose 
veins running up her legs (The Lady Miss 
Kier Kirby).
